W’i liani the (’on- 
querar had a cas le on this spot, but the present ruins are 
of later da e. 1 he castle lapsed in o a condition useless 
for deience during the l-dh century and after that period 
was used as an ecclesiastical residence. 
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Hastings Castle is a fra^mentaiy min on the precipitous 
western spur of West Hill, the precincts of which have 
been laid out as a pleasure ground. William the Con¬ 
queror had a casile on this spot, but the present ruins are 
of later date. The castle lapsed in o a condition useless 
for defence during the KJth century and after that period 
was used as an ecclesiastical residence. 
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
